GOVE MENT 
Directives 


1. There were no Military Government directives or proclamations 
issued on Okinawa during December. There were no Northern Ryukyus 
Military Government directives issued during Decembere 


2. Southern Ryukyus Operational Directive No. 38, "Vital Stetis- 
tics," issued 20 November 1948 and effective 1 January 1949, directs 
that the provisional governments will publish rules and regulations 
which will enable each city, town and village to have complete in- 
format*on on all births and deaths. 


Southern Ryukyus Ope vat‘ onal Directive No. 39, "Naming of 
Buildings, Parks, Streets aru reas," issued and effective 21 December 
1948, prohibits the naming of any public building, park, street or 
area after American persons without written permission of the Senior 
Military Government Officer of Southetn Ryukyus. 


Southern Ryukyus Directive No. 5, "Registration of Powered 
Vessels," issued 20 November 1948 and effective 1 January 1949, pro- 
vides procedures and conditions under which power driven vessels will 
be registered, and rescinds Operational Directive No. 32, dated 22 
April 1947. 


Assembly Meetings 


3. The 14th meeting of the Okinawa Assembly was held at Okinawa 
Civilian Administration on 9 Dede ber with 21 of the 25 members pre- 
sent. Major recommendations were: that the encouraging of competi- 
tion and prevention of monopoly be considered in the licensing of new 
industries by the government; that the increase in production of com= 
modities for. export be encouraged; that land and water transportation 
eech be converted to private enterprise as a better means of increas= 
ing industrial production and an equitable distribution of commodities: 
that harbors be developed on the east coast of Okinawa; that the Chiji 
ask Military Government to request that Naha harbor be made accessible 
for use by the Okinawans, since Naha will be the trade center of the 
island in the future; that, as a result of damage to crops by the 
October typhoon, Military Govern::ent furnish 50 percent of the required 
subsistence to Okinawa Gunto, beginning in February and continuing in- 
definitely. 


A meeting of the Mi k. Assembly was held 10 December 1948. 
Topics discussed were ways ¢«..: :.cans for increasing food production 
and supply, and the establisimcert of a Welfare Center and Tuberculosis 
Sanitarium.

4. During December a survey was made of the hyukyuan schools 
of higher learning, all of which ex: located on Okinawa, The two 
principal schools, the Teacher’ ‘raining School and the Foreign 
Language School, opcued at Gus). xi, Maebaru District, on 10 Jenuery 
1946. To facilitete the effective treining of teachers, a.practice 
elementary school wes established on 20 February 1945 and a practice 
junior high school on 8 April 194°, both in the vicinity of the parent 
school, On 1 Septerber 1948 panelce of the Foreign. Language School 
opened. at Nago, Shuri end Itomen, <i:d on 1 October a fourth branch 
opened et Meebaru, 


Lfter 1 April 1948, at which time ell schools of higher 
learning end associeted schools wes classed #s iiyukyuan rather than 
Okineway, they were placed under the direct supervision of the Infor- 
mation end Education Department of Military Government. 


The faculty of the Teacuor's Training School consists of a 
principal and eleven teachers, one o:' whom also serves as principal 
of the Practice Junior High School. They are experienced teachers 
with an average of sixteen years in service and educational queli- 
fications ebove the average for Okinewae The teachers! salaries in 
gech instance are supplemented by gardening or si wages of other 
members of the femily. 


. The. enrollment of 173 includes 99 men snd 74 women who 
range in age from 17 to 24. They ere divided into two groups of 97

and 76, for the one year and the six months! courses respectively. 
Twonty students from the Northern Ryukyus and 10 from the Southern 
Ryukyus are attending the school. Those students in the one year. 
course are high school graduates with no teaching experience, and 
those in the six months! course’ have had teaching experience, lKvery 
student must pass an entrence examination. At this school all 
students live on the campus in 27 tent and frame structures. No 
tuition is charged. The schol occupies five quonsets - four class- 
roous and a teachers! roons. 


5. The faculty of the Forcign Language School consists of one 
principal end seven teachers. The faculty, ail English speaking, _ 
has an average of eight years o* experience in the profession. | 
Their selaries, ranging from ¥ /50 to ¥ 850, are supplemented in 
three instances. 


The-enrollnentiof 118-includes::6..womens -There are: three 
courses in English given at the school: a one year course for inter- 
preters, a six months! course ior interpreters and a six months! 
course for junior high school English teacherse One hundred seven 
students board at the school in 21 tent and frame structures. All 
are edmitted by examinatic : and no tuition is charged. Ten students 
are from the Northern Ryukyus <r¢ eizht are from the Southern Ryukyus. 
The school occupies four quonsets - *hree for classrooms and one for 
a teachers! room. : 


6, The Itoman Branch of the Foreign Langusge School has two 
teachers and occupies a room in the Itoman High School. Enrollment 
for the new tern beginning on 13 December was expected to reach at 
least 23, eleven of whom will be boarding students. As all will be 
teachers in service, no entrance examination is considered necessary. . 
The Maebaru School has two teachers and an enrollment of 24, of which 
five are women and eighteen are boarding students. No entrence 
exaninations are given. The Shn.i Brench has three teachers with en 
estimated enrollment of 40 for ine teachers! treining course and 25 
for the interpreter's course. None of the students are boarders. 

The school occupies a building provided by the mayor of. Shuri and one 
lent by the Shuri Junior High “c'iool.e The Taira Branch, with three 
teachers, has an estimated © » ‘lment of 40 for the teacher's training 
course and 20 for the interzsz-et>v!s course. About 50 students sre 
boarders. Entrance examinations are given for interpreters only. The 
schoagl occupies two small quons:'s on the grounds of the old Taira 
Girl's High School.

This mimeographed ..ewspaper will serve as the official 
orgen of Ryukyus Military Government and the four Ryukyuan civil 
governnents. The newspaper will be published once or twice e month, 
depending upon the supply of paper end mimeogreph ink, At present 
it has a circulation of 7,.99 copies throughout the kyukyus.

Okinawan Librerics 


Se 44 survey of LTibrarics on ie was completed by the Infor~ 
mation and Education Department of - tary Government in December. The 
four libraries, all established in re i: are located in Chinen (main 
librery), Ishikawa, Shuri and Neago, They employ 13 persons who receive 
salaries ranging from ¥ 375 to ¥ 600. The four libreries contain ¢ 
total of 5,049 secondhand books end 10,000 old magazines in varying. 
stages of deterioration. Since the first library opened in April 1947 
until December 1948, the date of the latest evailable figures, the 
readers have increased from an everage of 100 per week to 600 per 
week. iecords indicate that male readers are three times as numerous 4s 
female. & majority of the readers show a preference for books classed 
as literature and linguistics. Onlv a few reed books or magazines 
classed as foreign. Three of the ! braries occupy a quonset apiece, 
the one at Shuri badly rusted and in urgent need of peint. The Nago 
Library is temporarily housed in a room in en elerentary school, until 
such time es labor is available for the erection of e quonset.
